The  number  of  deaths  are  again  higher  than  the  average  for  recent 
yeans  due  to  higher  mortality  among  women.

The  outbreak  of  Measles  which  lasted  over  a period  of  six  v/eeks 
v/as  started  by  a child  who  had  been  away  on  holiday  developing  the 
disease  soon  after  her  return.  It  was  a mild  form  and  no  child 
v/as  seriously  ill.  For  the  sixth  consecutive  year  it  is  gratifying 
to  be  able  to  report  that  there  was  no  case  of  Diphtheria.

There  was  some  increase  in  the  number  of  children  under  5 years 
to  be  immunised  but  a falling  off  of  the  older  children.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  parents  will  not  let  the  absence  of  Diphtheria  in 
recent  years  lull  them  into  a false  sense  of  security.  If  Diphtheria 
should  come  there  are  still  nearly  100  children  among  those  under 
five  years  of  age  unprotected  and  so  open  to  attack.  The  „p.c(  portion 
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at  present  protected  is  not  high  enough  to  ensure  that  the  town  will 
.continue  free  from  a deadly  disease.  Just  10  yeeirs  ago  before  the 
introduction  of  immunisation  there  were  15  cases  af  Diphtheria 
.and  2 children  died.  If  all  parents  do  their  part  by  taking  the  simpl 
{and  easy  measure  in  protecting  their  children  by  immunisation  such 
sa  visitation  need  never  happen  again.

Food. 

In  recent  ^ears  there  has  been  an  increasing  nu:iibGr  of  cases  of 
iillness  where  contamination  of  food  has  been  the  likely  cause, 
land  reports  of  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  and  such  diseases  as 
ITyphpid  a.nd  other  enteric  fevers  have  been  ominously  frequent, 
ilnsuf ficient  and  untrained  staff,  shortage  of  cleansing  materials 
isuch  as  soap,  and  the  effect  of  fuel  restrictions  on  maintaining  a 
.good  hot  Water  supply  may  be  contributiry  causes  and  it  behoves  all 
'those  in  charge  of  the  preparation  and  storage  of  food  to  ensure 
'that  every  possible  precaution  is  taken  to  prevent  contamination 
:of  the  food.  Their  responsibility  is  a hea.,vy  one  and  it  is  very 
joiecoGsary  that  the  public  should  demand  clean  and  wholesome  food 
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and  ensure  that  they  ^et  it.  The  long  period  of  shortages  and 
difficulties  in  obtaining  the  food  they  want  may  have  tended  to 
raalce  the  vendors  careless  and  casual  and  the  purchaser  less

particular  than  she  should  be.  Clean  conditions  of  storage, 
cleanliness  in  the  place  of  preparation,  cleanliness  of  the  utensils, 
cleanliness  of  the  persons  handling  the  food,  and  most  important 
of  all  the  need  for  frequent  and  careful  washing  of  the  hands, 

( must  be  insisted  upon  if  risks  from  dangerous  diseases  are  to  be 
avoided.
